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[REPORTED BY G. D. WATT:) 

I am pleased to have another oppor- 
tunity tespeak to this congregation upon 
my favorite theme. I am happy to see 
that it awakens an interest in the minds 
of this community, as I should judge, 
considering the iuclemency of the evening 
and the large uumber present. I feel 
that you, with myself, have felt a deep 
interest to increase in knowledge con- 
cerning this earth which we inhabit, and 
concerning our fellow-men. ‘To study the 
varieties and peculiarities of our own 
kind, has ever been to my mind the most 
interesting study to pursue; and I fully 
endorse the sentiment of the poet, that 


“The proper study of mankind is man.’’ 


I wish to study man in his greatness, and 
in his meanness, but much preferable in 
his greatness. 

There is one man that now occurs to 
my miud, distinguished for his enlighten- 
ment and greatness of soul, of whom but 
little mention has been made in the gene- 
ral history of the world; and, inasmach as 


his actions bad much ta.do with the die 
wvery of the islands ia the Indian Ocean, 


of which I have spoken, I deem it impor- 
tant to my subject, and I think it will be 
interesting to you, to give some particu- 
lars of the history of this personage. 

But before 1 speak of his life, I will 
glance back to his ancestry, to a period 
in the history of England, wher there 
was a certain prince called John of Ghent, 
the Duke of Lancaster, who was perhaps 
one of the best warriors of hisage. Ile 
could not get enough of fighting to do in 
his own country, although England and 
France always seemed to me, from my 
reading of history, as having plenty on 
their hands. But this duke, not having 
his pugnacity satisfied at home, went to 
Spain with a large body of men, paid and 
equipped, at his own expense. In the 
course of his expeditions and conflicts, he 
met as au antagonist, in the field of battle, 
John I., king of Portugal, who was one 
of the bravest and wisest of the fighting 
kings of that age. The daughter of the 
duke, called Phillippa, who accompanied 
the English camp, bebcld ber father’s 

at and magnanimous fve, this king of 
Ttenal, aud adm:red him so much, that 
she wished to become the companion of 
his life; and her father readily consented 
that his daughter should marry his brave 
enemy. This marriage brought peace to 
their armies and Lo their country. 

This English queen of Portugal was 
wise and good; and her court was, as 
stated by the historians of that time, the 
chief refuge of goodness and purity, which 
I think could hardly be stated of any 
Other royal court on earth that I ever 
read about. Not only was she good and 
pure, but she had wise and great thoughts; 
she had the views of a patriot and 
@tetesman. She counselled her husband 
Oue day, saying, “Would it not be well 
and important to employ some portion of 
oe treasure in founding institutions for

nown bounds of the great ocean. Know- 
ing that this earth is a globe, I am satis- 
fied that the other side of it, the portion 
opposite to us, must have large bodies of 
well-peopled and delightful lands.” His 
father treated this as boy’s talk, saying, 
“My son, if I should permit you to build 
any ships, the pirates of Ceuta would cap- 
ture them before they had lost sight of 
the coast of Portugal.” Ceuta is situated 
opposite to Gibraltar; and was at this 
time the strongest of the piratical cita- 
dels, established by the Moos or Sara- 
cens, on the northern coast of Africa; 
and by means of this and other strong- 
holds, the Moors were enabled to main- 
tain a sort of maritime police of the 
Mediterranean Sea, for the exclusion 
of the enterprise or commerce of 
European or Christian nations. The 
fortress of Ceuta has become notable in 
our days, as the place of cuptivity 
of a large number of the American fili- 
busters, who accompauicd Lopez to 
Cuba. 

Young Prince Henry replied to his 
father, energetically and promptly, “I 
will take Ceuta.” The king said, that he 
could not hope to besiege this place with 
success, if he had the entire military re- 
sources Of Spain and Portugal at his 
command;—and therefore he expressed 
the wish that his son would not trouble 
him any more on the subject. To this the 
prince replied, in substance; that, if his 
father would not permit him to employ 
any of his revenue and forces, he hoped 
that he would give him simply his con- 
sent, not as a king, but as a father, to 
exercise his powers of persuasion with 
the young men of enterprise of this and 
other nations to induce them to volunteer 
to aid him in carrying out the purpose he 
had in his heart. ‘The father yielded this 
point to his son’s importuanity. The prince 
appealed to the bold and generous spirits 


of Portugal, and he succeeded in procur- 


ing some troops, arms, and money; but as 
yet, had no ships. Now, the fame of this 
young man and of the novel enterprise 
that he proposed, attracted attention in 
foreign lands. It was entirely new to that 
age of the world, for nothing of the kind 
had ever before been contemplated; that 
is, to undertake maritime expeditions for 
the sole purpose of discovery and to ac- 
quire an increased knowledge of the earth. 
1 have not learned, in my perusal of his- 
tory, that any enterprise of a similar 
character was, previous to the time of 
this prince, undertaken by man. The 
fame of the expedition awakened an in- 
terest in England in the mind of a plain 
citizen of London, of the name of John 
Coffin, a shopkeeper of Cheapside; and, 
like John Gilpin, of some ‘‘credit,” though 
not, as far as I could learn, of any par- 
ticular “renown.” He had amassed a 
large fortune by pursuing the useful occu- 
pation of tallow chandler, and with his 
weans he caused to be built five splendid 
ships, as fine as ever sailed from England 
in those days. He manned and furnished 
them amply with men and stores, and an 
equipment of arms. With this well ap- 
pointed fleet he set sail for Portugal, and 
made an offer of them, and his services,to 
the prince. When the queen saw these 
fine ships her heart was touched, and she 
said, ‘‘Iienry, my son, God is with you in 
this cause; go on, you will certainly suc- 
ceed.” When the king beheld the ships, 
and the stout English sailors, then he be- 
gan to feel that there was some probabili- 
ty of success in the enterprise of the 
son; and he now was disposed to give his 
kingly influence to advance the caase. 
As soon as this was made known, then all 
the disbelieving among the wise heads of 
the nation were disposed to admit that 
there was in this matter something im- 
portant for their country to undertake. In 
a short time, the prince had as many 
ships and as large an army, as he desired 
for his purpose. He crossed the Straits 
of Gibralter with his fine fleet without mo- 
lestation,and took this great citadel after 
a terrible siege. The prince and his friend, 
the London shopkeeper, were the fore- 
most in the fight. Sixty thousand Moors 
were slain in the siege of Centa. On the 
day of victory, amidst dying men, and the

Mediterranean Sea. There was some idea, 
that in ancient times the Carthaginians 
had attempted to circumnavigate Africa; 
but they knew no more concerning it, 
than they then did about the continent of 
America, which had not yet been dis- 
covered by Columbus. Henry the Itlus- 
strious began to build ships and instruct 
men to sail along the coast of Africa. He 
told the commanders of his expeditions, 
that he firmly believed, if they would sail 
far enough south, they would be enabled 
to pass around the southern extremity of 
Africa, and so be enabled by this route 
to reach the rich countries of India. He 
had in his mind the great countries of 
Hindostan and China,of which remarkable 
accounts had been brought to Europe by 
Marco Polo. The Portugnese captains, 
acting under the instructions of this prince, 
pushed their discoveries along the coast 
of Africa, and discovered the Madeira 
Islands; and under the prince’s instruc- 
tions they planted there the sugar cane, 
and now for the first time cultivated in 
an European colony. They made many 
important discoveries aloug the coasts of 
Africa, but they did not accomplish the 
doubling, or sailing around the southern 
extremity of Africa, which had been con- 
templated by the prince. This enlight- 
ened prince not only contemplated the 
possibility of sailing round Africa, but he 
also put forth ideas that there must be 
some great body of land in the western 
ocean; he continually dwelt upon the idea 
in talking with the men that surrounded 
him. He dwelt on a lofty cape where he 
could observe continually the great west- 
ern ocean. But I am sorry to say that 
this great and noble young prince did not 
live until this notable discovery was made, 
which he had planned. But it was ac- 
complished shortly after his death, by 
men who acted in accordance with the in- 
structions he had left. DBatholomew 
Diaz first discovered the Cape of Good 
Hope; but it was another Portuguese cap- 
tain, called Vasco de Gama, who first 
sailed around it, traversed the Indian 
Ocean, and thus by this ocean route 
reached Hindostan. 

Now, as I have arrived at India, I will 
make some mention of the first Porta- 
guese commanders, and of what they ac- 
complished in these regions, to establish 
Portuguese dominion in the cast, and in 
the discovery not only of countries of con- 
tinental India, but also of the Indian 
Islands; that is, of Sumatra, Borneo, and 
others of which I have been speaking. It 
was thus in the commencement of the fif- 
teenth century, that the first knowledge 
was brought to Europe concerning these 
great and rich islands. Alphonzo Albu- 
querque, called the Great, was the first 
one who had any especial encounter with 
the natives of these islands. He had 
heard of the great riches of a Malay 
town called Malacca. Ile had heard of 
its numerous population, and of its im- 
mense wealth, not only in gold and silver, 
but in spices and ivory, and other things. 
Therefore he sought a pretext to pick a 
quarrel with the natives, which is easily 
accomplished when a man contemplates 
mischief. He attacked the city of Ma- 
lacea, continuing a desperate assault for 
nine days, and on the last, he fought a 
terrible buttle, in which there were about 
one hundred and twenty thousand Malay 


warriors opposed to him on shore; and, if | Possess 


I remember rightly, there were two or 
three thousand prows, or large war-boats, 
on the water to attack his vessels. Eu- 
ropean skill aud superiority of weapons 
succeeded in defeating the brave but un- 
skilled Malays: and Albuquerque cap- 
tured on this occasion, as it is stated by 
Portuguese historians, three thousand 
large brass cannon. ‘This people cast can- 
nou hundreds of years ago, and by many it 
has been supposed that they did so long 
before the use of gunpowder was known to 
Europeaus. This commander ulso ob- 
tained an immense booty of gold and 
silver, the tenth part of which belonged 
to the king, and his share amounted to 
eight hundred thousand crusadoes, which 
would be worth more than a million of 
dollars, iu Our money. 

Then there was another Portaguese 


commander called De Britto, who at- 


tempted the poses of Sumatra. He 
came with a great

And notwithstanding the violent 
efforts of the king, he did not succeed in 
compelling all his people to forsake the 
principles of Christianity: and I will say 
in this connection, that there are to be 
found in different parts of these islands, 
as I met with myself on the island of, 
Banca, numbers of natives who have some 
faint notion of some of the principles of 
Christianity; and they are the descend- 
ants of those who received the first know- 
ledge of them from this man Francis 
Xavier. I mentioned on a previous oc- 
casion, that I was not aware that any 
missionaries professing to teach a know- 
ledge of the life and doctrines of Christ | 
had ever visited these islands. I would 
now say, no onc in modern times: none) 
but this man, who became so celebrated 
for his apostolic labors. 

The efforts of the Portuguese, in their 
first intercourse with these islanders, were 
of a beneficent character. Afterwards 
an evil class of men, corrupt and tyran- 
nical governors, and also fulse, lewd, and 
avuricious teachers in the shape of Domi- 
hican and Franciscan monks, presided 
over the Malays of Malacca and vicinity. 
This corrupt spirit caused a manifest de- 
cline of the powerful and important 
dominion which the Portuguese had 
established in these islands; and they 
readily fell before a power that at the 
time had more courage and virtue than 
they had. 

efore dismissing what relates to the 
Portuguese intercourse with the ‘Indian 
or Malay Islands, I will mention an in- 
teresting occurrence that took place during 
my stay in these seas. I have spoken of 
the greatness of the designs of the Porta- 
guese prince Henry, of the valor, and 
wonderful achievements of the command- 
ers, who came shortly afterwards to the 
Archipelago, and of the missiovary labors 
of a great apostolic man in one of the 
islands, and I might have said a great 
deal about the immense wealth and do 
minions which the Portuguese acquired, 
not only on these islands, but still more 
so on the Asiatic continent. All of this 
dominion, and all of this importance and 
enriching trade, they lost through subse- 
quent corruption and weakness. They 
lost possession after possession, and the 
last one they abandoned was a small 
establishment upon a little island called 
Timor, to the eastward of the island of 
Java, due north of Australia. They 
abandoned this poor little settlement, the 
last remaining vestige of their once rich 
ions in all those seas, in the year 
1852, whilst I was in the island of Java, 
in the prison of Weltevreden. Whilst I 
was there, there arrived at the port of 
Batavia, a Portaguese vessel of war called 
the Mondego, commanded by the Marquis 
de Nobrega; and he had on board the 
petty governor of the settlement of Timor, 
and a few Portaguese troops. The home 
veroment had not sent them any pay 
or several years; and feeling sheuneelvan 
abandoned by their poor government, 
they considered it was best to sell out to 
the Dutch in the neighborhood, and to 
leave this island ; and thas the last remnaut 
of Portaguese dominion in those seas was 
now on board this man-of-war. 

I felt very desirous to speak with this, 
Portaguese commander ; and could not but | 
be strongly and sadly affected when i 
thought of what the great men of his 
country had accomplished, and now ob- 
served this miserable conclusion of what 
had so signaliy commenced. I ad- 


my desire to see the Portuguese com- 
mander, who paid me a visit; and, as I 


told 
y I felt to observe this 


Dutch possessions. His object was to 
trade, and the Portuguese did not wish to 
have any one else to have any opportu- 
nity to trade with the Malays and those 
rich islands, but themselves. It‘is the 
case more or less with all traders, who 
want to monopolize all the profits of any 
profitable business. This man was ar- 


rested and confined, and he languished in | 


prison many years. He had an opporta- 
nity of communicating with his friends in 
Holland, and stated in. his communica- 
tions, that if there were any enterprising 
merchants, that would be willing to pay 
bis ransom, which was the sum of five 
thousand dollars, and sct him at liberty, 


he would show them a way to a country 
where they would speedily enrich them- 


Selves far beyond their most extravagant 


dreams and conceptions. Ilis statements 
were such, that they were credited at 
home; the money was forwarded, he was 
set at liberty, and enabled to return home. 
The merchants of Amsterdam fitted out 
five ships, and placed him in command. 
He sailed to the Indian Ocean, and land- 
ed on the island of Java. He was not 
the first discoverer of it, but I think the 
first European that ever set foot upon it. 
His course was wise and prudent towards 
the vatives, and he succeeded in per- 
suading a prince, called the Sultan of 
Jacatra, to permit him to build a simple 
fort, and he bargained in the same man- 
ner as it was said was done in ancient 
times in respect to the founding of Car- 
thage—to have as much ground as the 
hide of a buffalo would cover. 
ple islanders understood Houtman to 
mean a little spot upon which to plant a 
flag, and therefore when they saw his men 
cutting up the buffalo hide into fine strips 
and making lengthened strings to enclose 
or encircle a large space, they thought he 
was stretching the matter too far, and 
considered it advisable to interrupt him in 
his construction of the fort. But he 
succeeded in couciliating them by a prudent 
and just course, and they conceived he did 
them good. That was the course of the 
first Dutch commanders. It was the 
policy pursued in the establishment of the 
celebrated Dutch East India Company. 
Bat they soon began to be corrupted by 
success in the easy acquisition of the islaud 
wealth, and there arose a different class of 
men, that sought every opportanity to 
oppress and injure these islanders in all 
their eucounters with them. The natives 
would not have entertained any particular 
hostility against the Europeans, whom they 
reverenced on account of simply over- 
reaching them in a trade; but it was for 
other reasons that the islanders began to 
detest the sight of a European. There 
was a Dutch commander, who came some 
years after the time of Houtman, and, 

when on the coast of Jaya, invited some 
princes of the island to come and pay him 
a visit with their wives and daughters. 

Whilst on board bis ship, and whilst the 
simple-minded natives were admiring what 
was curious and interesting to them, 
the Dutch commander began to take 
liberties with some of the native 
on board; and it would seem it 
preconcerted, that his officers 
should indulge also in some insult.

There 
bey not less than forty thousand men with- 
in the walls of the emperor's chief fort- 
ress. The Saltan I have spoken of, rules 
over a kingdom of Java, called Yugya- 
kerta; and it is bat little inferior in extent 
and resources to the Javanese empire of 
Surakerta. The Dutch pay a large tri- 
bute, sixty thousand rupees, or $25,000, 
per month to the emperor, and forty thou- 
sand rupees, or $15,000 per month to the 
sultan, for the monopoly of trade in coffee, 
indigo, rice, and other products of Java. 
Thas the Dutch are merely what is called 
the chief factors, or exclusive controllers 
of the trade in those articles, and are re 
garded by the great mass of the Javanese 
people as nothing more than dependents 
of their sovereigns. Dutch dominion in 
those seas is not at all felt or 

in auy manuer by many independent chief- 
tains of numbers of great islands in those 
scas; thus it is unknown in the great 
islands of New Guinea and Mindanao, 
and a host of others I might meatioa, 
which are entirely independent of any Eu- 
ropean jurisdiction whatever.

It was found to lie 3700 
feet above the level of the sea, and hence 
above three times higher than the Lake 
of Geneva. Its breadth was estimated 
from forty to ninety miles, and its length 
conjectured at three hundred, which would 
give it an area equal to that of two thirds 
of Ireland. This mighty inland sea is 
conjectured by Capt. Speke to be the true 
and long sought for source of the Nile; a 
question which has puzzled civilized men 
for two thousand years, and is still un- 
settled.
